The four largest are Ceres, 485 


miles in diameter or one-fifth the 
moon; Pallas, 304; Vesta, 243 and 
June, 118. Most are 
aggregations 


of rock, a county or so in size. 
A few reflect light so oddly that 
astronomers 
would like to dis- 
cover what they are made of. 


There are two theories of their 


origin. One holds them fragments, 
of an exploded planet. The other 
regards them as the same type 
of building stone which originally 
gathered to form Earth and th5 
other planets. For some unknown 
reason they failed to complete 
the 
job, but 
gathered 
close 


enough to revolve in a ring just 
about where 
astronomers 
calcu- 
late a planet is missing.

On top of this, there is some 


displeasure within the ranks of 
party wheelhorses. The president 
is having difficulties shaping plans 
because of the

CONGRESSMAN CLOSE 
TO SPEAKER GARNER 
WILL BE KEYNOTER 


NOW BELIEVED CONVENTION 
WILL REJECT 
PROPOSAL 


FOR PROHIBITION REPEAL 


HOUSTON, May 24.— 


—Congressman Sam Kay- 
burn' of Bonham, close per- 
sonal friend of Speaker Gar- 
ner, was elected temporary 
chairman and keynoter of 
the Texas democratic con- 
vention today. 


Charles 1. Francis of Wichita 
Falls, who had been put forward 
in opposition to Rayburn for the 
position by an element seeking a 
declaration on repeal of the 18th 
amendment, withdrew his name 
from the convention and conced- 
ed Rayburn's election after about 
cjne-third of the counties had vot- 
ed a preference for Rayburn. 
Francis said he was leaving the 


field to Rayburn in the interest 
of harmony and 
in order that. 
Texas could put up a solid front 
for the Texan for president. His 
suggestion that the convention 
make the Rayburn choice unani- 
mous was adopted in an ovation. 
Francis' concession to Rayburn 


came after a bitter wet and dry 
figh' projected by a faction urg- 
ing a declaration on prohibition. 
Francis is against national pro- 
hibition and 
favorable 
to local 
option determination of that is- 
sue. 


Francis had been advocated by 
a liberal element in the party 
headed by Senator W. K. Hop- 
kins of Gbnzales, an outspoken 
wet. 
That faction during pre- 
convention activities had advanced 
Hopkins for keynoter. 
Hopkins withdrew as a candi- 
date for the place and nominat- 
ed Francis on the floor of the 
convention.

In 1931 American citizens 
had a larger financial stake in 
Germany than the rest of the 
world combined. 


Moratorium Proposed 


Early in the summer of 1931 a

gram designed to mobilize the 
country's resources for the fight 
against the business slump. 


The Glass-Steagall banking bill 
was passed with changes in the 
federal reserve law. 


Congress provided 125 millions

To these proposals the president 


added the plan of the home dis- 
county banks and a nationwide 
campaign against 
hoarding.
